WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.-—Responsi- 


bility for the murder of Sid Hatfield 
and Ed Chambers by C. E. Lively, 
Baldwin-Felts spy and gunman, was 
laid directly at the door of Judge 
Gary and the United States Steel 
Corporation by Frank P. Walsh in 
his opening statement to the Senate 
investigating, committee on the Mingo 
xuln~e war here on behalf o£ District 
17 of the United Mine Workers of 
America. 


Dressed in deep mourning, the wid- 


ows of the two murdered men sat 
facing the members of the committee 
waiting to testifly to the events of 
that day at Welch, county seat of 
l\IcDowell-co, when each 
with 
her 


husband on her arm walked up trie 
steps of the Court House, only to '.ft 
the man at her side fall dead—shot 
through the heart by the ambushed 
gunman. 


"We expect to prove," said Walsh, 


"that what is going on in West Vir- 
ginia is part of a genera! conspiracy 
directed by Judge 
Gary 
and 
the 


United States Steel Corporation to 
destroy the powerful labor organiza- i 
tions of this country, which had be- 
gun to cut deeply into their profits.

—an Obregon man—who had seen the 
bitter oppression of the workers of 
his native state—an oppression that 
Increased with the years. 


Campccho Ja next door to Progreso, 


the chief port of Yucatan. As far 
back as 1!)10 the .stevedores of Pre- 
greao -were organized.

.. CUSTER'S CROW SCOUTS — 


There were six of them, these war- 


riors ojt the Crow or Absnroke nation, 
who rode with Custer on his last 
inarch down the Little Big Horu river 
In Montana that day in June, 1870. 
When the leader of the Seventh caval- 
ry asked General Terry for his best 
Crow scouts In the camp on the Little 
Rosebud creek, Terry tolil him he 
could have Curley, "White Sinn Runs 
Him," Hairy Moccasin, "Goes Aliead," 
Ye.llow Face and White Swan. 
The 


CrtTWs were glad to serve with the 
famous Indian fighter nnd they guided 
him until they located the hostile camp 
on the Little Big Horn. 


When Custer divided his command 


to attack the village, Yellow Face and 
White Swan were sent with Major 
Reuo and Custer kept "White Man 
Runs Him," Curly, "Goes Ahead" and 
Hairy Moccasin 
with 
him. 
Yellow 


Face was killed while lighting \\>h 
Reuo, and White Swan was badly 
wounded, but finally recovered and 
lived until 1005. 


Today Curley Is the only survivor 


of the Custer Crow scouts and, ac- 
cording to his story, he Is the lust 
man who saw his commander alive. 


After 
crossing 
the ridge, Custer 


turned to "White Man Runs Him," 
Hairy Moccasin and "Goes Ahead," 
nnd said to them: 
"You have done 


your duty. 
5Tou have led me to the 


enemy. Aly soldiers will do the fight- 
ing. 
You are to go cow and save 


your lives." The scouts left him and 
made their way to the pack train un- 
der Capt. Tom McDougall. 


When Curley returned from Reno's 


position, he was given the same or- 
der. 
He started and soon found him- 


self In the midst of a hot fight. Find- 
ing a dead Sioux warrior, he took his 
horse, gun and 
blanket. -Wrapping 


the blanket about his head to conceal 
his Crow scalplock from the Sioux, 
Curley suceeded In reaching a high 
butte. 
Looking back he saw 
tlfat 


Custer had charged down upon the 
Indians and was surrounded. Curley 
says that he watched the battle until 
he saw Custer, who was the lust timn 
standing, fall and then he rode away. 


The next morning the Crow scout 


appeared 
In General Terry's 
cninp. 


He could not speak English and there

By 
means of this he made the officer un- 
derstand that Custer and all of his 
men had been killed.

mous Greek, Curley the Crow was a 
messenger of disaster and lie brought 
the first news of this Thermopylae of 
America—Custer's last fight.

•urable times we shall have used the last vestige of coal and oil. 


Industries now dependent upon these two forms of energy 


are naturally concerned about the future, about what will hap- 
jpen when both are gone. Professor Richardson, an eminent 
jLondon physicist, in an address to the London Association of 
^Scientists the other day, threw some light upon this question. 


He stated that "the amount of energy in the atom is some 


millions of times greater than that generated by any chemical 
reaction, such as the combustion of coal. 


"The amounts of energy which have thus far been realized 
"are in themselves small, but they are enoi'mous in comparison 
"with the minute amounts of matter affected.

"If these effects can be sufficiently intensified, there . ap- 


vpear to be two possibilities. 
Either they will prove uncontroll- 


*able, which would presumably spell the end of all things—or 
i$hey will not. 
If they can be both intensified and controlled. 


;then we shall have at our disposal an almost illimitable supply 
f»f power which will entirely transcend anything hitherto known. 


"It is too early as yet to say whether the necessary condi- 


tions are capable of being realized in practice, but I see no ele- 
ments in the problem which would justify us in denying the pos- 
^sibility of this. It may be that we are at the beginning of a new 
"age which will be referred to as the 'age of sub-atomic power.'
